Local Fruit Packer Says That 
Growers Will Reap. Big 
Returns Next Year 








| “Next year is when the citrus 
growers are going to reap a nice 
return.” 

This came from Kenneth Han- 
son, local citrus packer and 
shipper, in referring to the pros- 
pects for next year. 

“This year there has been a lot 
of fruit, but in many cases that 
‘has not meant much to the grow- 
er,” he continued. “Next year 
there may not be so much fruit, 
but indications are that the prices 
will be fine. Such a condition will 
net more to the growers than 
when the crop is plentiful, but the | 
price not so good.” 

Mr. Hanson explained that some 
fruit has not been sold because of 
the poor market and plentiful sup- 


ply.

once the water was brought to the | 
city, the taxpayer would not have 
to meet this water burden, but it 
would be paid for by the water | 
users, J. Hunter Clark, closely con- 
nected with the project, said at a 
mass meeting in the Upland gram- 
mar school last night. 

Under the direction of the cham- 
ber of commerce, the meeting was 
held, and Norman S. Lawson, pres- 
ident of the ¢ivic group, presided 
and introduced Mr. Clark. 

Little of his time in the address 
was devoted to the Metropolitan 
water district, for he told in gen- 
eral terms of the water situation 
throughout Southern California 
and described this territory as a 
desert, with a community built on 
an oasis, with the time coming 
when water of a sufficient quan- 
tity could not be obtained locally 
to supply the population. 

“At the present rate of popula- 
tion increase there is only enough 
water in Southern California to 
last ten years,” he said.
